I HAVE long ſince looked upon your Society with admira- 
Hon and eftcem, —— — and ſchool of mot

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of the political information, which by the bleſſing of God has 


overſpread the Iſland. I have been inftrufted by the wiſdom of 
your papers, and animated by the ſpirit of your addreſſes. That 
my conduct is approved by ſuch a Society is my pride and my joy. 
Lou ſay, (and the conſideration is the ſupport of my life) that 
the hiftory of liberty will prove by the experience of her former martyrs, 
that ſulferings in her cauſe cannot be in vain. That my ſufferings 
may not be in vain, I ardently wiſh that the eyes of my country- 
men may be opened, not only to the illegality and deſpotiſm of my 
ſentence, but to the alarming meaſures by which it was brought 
about. Ay jury was three times packe

burgh, and in the third by the Juſticiary Lords, who tried the 
cauſe, Theſe laſt, arbitarily appoint the fifteen particular per- 


ſons who are to ſit upon the accuſed. The ſtrongeſt IONS - 


are mere air, as the Lords alone are the judges of the validity of 

them. A majority of the fifteen condemns. If therefore miniſtry 
with their 4 pag influence, can in three counties find 
only eight ſervile tools ſubſervient to their views, the fortune, 
the liberties, the lives of all Scotland are at their mercy. Trial- 
is condemnation. The ſentence is appointed before hand by the 
Miniſter, and mine was known a full week at Edinburgh before 
it was uttered. They can ruin, or even murder whom they 
pleaſe. This infamous robbery of the firſt right of Engliſhmen, 
a trial by jury fairly choſen, I have endeavoured to ſet forth in a 
letter to the Editor of the Morning Chronicle, laſt October or 
Nov. of the date (if I remember rightly) of the 22d or 27th, 
of which I now avow myſelf the Author, to which I beg leave to
